ture Says Such Policy

Washington, Dec. 23.—Shipment of 
clean wheat to markets by farmers 
and country elevators would go a 
great way toward reducing car short 
ages and effect large savings in the 
cost of transportation of the grain, 
Robert H. Black, in charge of the 
department of agriculture's grain 
cleaning investigations said today. 
During the 1920-1921 crop year 
dockage or foreign material m wheat 
shipped to market was so great, he 
declared, that more than 14,000 more 
freight cars was required to haul it 
to market than would have been nec- 
essary had clean wheat been ship- 
ped 
Minnesota grain inspection rec- 
ords show that last October Minne- 
apolis receiied 11,332 cars of spring 
wheat containing- an average of 4 1-2 
per cent dockage, or the equivalent 
of 450 cars capacity. 
An educational campaign is being 
conducted among spring wheat grow- 
ers looking toward the cleaning of 
wheat on the farm to. reduce this 
economic loss.

ESKIMO HAS EAR FOR MUSIC 
Knut 
Easmussen 
and 
Fridtjof 


Nansen and also Hinrich Johannes 
Rink, who was sent north years ago 
by Lady Franklin to find her hus- 
band, has given to the world valu- 
able facts about tne customs and 
lives of the Eskimos. Christian Le- 
den's unique contribution from the 
arctic regions is 
in the 
field of 


music. 
For years he studied and 


faithfully 
transcribed 
the 
Innuit 


melodies. Each Eskimo, he ssiys, is 
obliged to compose hte own song, 
and no person may sing the song of 
another without first obtaining per- 
mission. The mother has her cradle 
song, infinitely low and sweet. The 
hunter has his song of the chase, 
clear and bold. Even the bad man 
of the tribe has his song, and it was 
quick and appropriately brazen. 


Harmony has not been developed 


among the Eskimos. They sing only 
in unision. But their melodies are 
weird and wistful, often consisting 
of only two or three motives, which 
are strangely effective. 
It is during the long polar night 


that the Eskimo has time to rest in 
his igloo and sing his songs.

This speech was at once taken up 
as a challenge by the labor forces all 
over the country. 
They are per- 
haps 12 million men and women 
who belong to labor unions. And 
the most of them are afflicted either

Social 
Democratic, the 


Centre, the Democratic of the Com- 
munist parties—which together, have 
a big majority in the Reichstag.

FIRST—They would continue to 


pay their men for the regular eight- 
hour day. But for the extra two 
hours they would pay them in goods. 
For instance, a worker in a sugar 
refinery, would be paid overtime in 
sugar; a worker irua flour mill in 
flour. 


SECOND—Payment in products is 


obviously impossible in many indus- 
tries. ,For instance, an .employe in a 
rolling mill wouldn't want to b-i 
paid with a steel bar.-In such cases 
emproyers would pay the men their 
overtime in marks.
